Smoking & rental ordinances passed

The Elba City Council followed 

through with plans and passed a no- 
smoking ordinance Monday night 
during regular activities. As previ- 
ously reported, the ordinance limits 
smoking in or around any city 
owned building, etc. to designated 
areas. Violations are punishable by 
law. 
' Also passed into law was a new 
rental tax ordinance, designed to put 
Elba’s tax laws in line with those of 
the State of Alabama. Elba will re- 
turn to the Alabama Revenue De- 
partment as collector of sales taxes, 
effective October, 1, 1997. For sev- 
eral years Elba has used a private 
firm to collect sales taxes. However, 
several incidents of large tax pay- 
ments not being paid, and no en- 
forcement efforts being made, has 
prompted the city to revert back to 
the old standard. 

The council decided to have the 
engineer on the proposed sewer pro- 
ject officially notify the federal 
agencies furnishing the money that 
Elba plans to proceed with the pro- 


ject but will hold public hearings, or 
meetings, prior to committing any 
additional money to the project. 

Representatives of the Elba Res- 
cue Squad expressed concerns to the 
council about confusion and bad 
communications. After several min- 
utes of emotional discussion, the 
council members asked the mayor to 
get with the rescue squad, police 
chief and city attorney and see if this 
matter could be once again resolved. 

Mayor James Grimes reviewed 
the proposed budget for the new year 
with council members. He asked 
they study the proposal and be pre- 
pared to make changes or approve it 
soon, hopefully at the next council 
meeting. 

The proposed 1997-98 budget for 
the city totals $2,166,400. It includes 
a 2!/,% pay increase for merit em- 
ployees and an increase for firemen 
from $12.74 per fire to $13.25 a fire. 

Grimes pointed out that he had in- 
cluded no matching money for the 
long discussed bike path from 203 
Bypass to the new school. He said 
the latest estimates on the cost make 
the project entirely too expensive.

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Alabama State Troopers predict 16 
will die during Labor Day holiday 


The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety estimates 16 people will 
be killed in traffic wrecks during the 
78-hour Labor Day travel period that 
begins at 6 p.m. Friday, August 29, 
and ends at midnight Monday, Sep- 
tember 1. 

In 1996, 12 people died as a re- 
sult of traffic wrecks during the 78- 
hour Labor Day holiday period. Nine 
of the deaths occurred on rural roads 
and three in urban areas. At least 
seven of the deaths were alcohol re- 
lated, 

State troopers expect traffic to be 
heavy during the last warm-weather 
holiday period of the year. They 
urge motorists to drive with caution, 
using seat belts, securing children in 
child safety seats and obeying all 
traffic laws, 

Also during the holiday weekend, 
state troopers will join sheriff and 
police departments throughout the 
state in conducting a series of sobrie- 
ty checkpoints. This crackdown on 
drunken driving, called “Operation 


Zero Tolerance,” was initiated dur- 
ing the July Fourth holiday period 
and resulted in 317 DUI arrests. 

All available troopers will be on 
duty to enforce speed limits and all 
other traffic laws during the holiday 
period. 

Federal overtime grants aimed at 
speed limit and DUI enforcement 
will allow an increase in trooper 
presence, Aerial speed enforcement 
will be a part of troopers’ speed limit 
enforcement activity in some parts 
of the state. 

Troopers will concentrate patrols 
on heavily traveled vacation beach 
routes, inciuding interstate high- 
ways, and U.S, 231 and 331 south of 
Montgomery.

ATTEMPT MADE TO DISPEL RUMORS OF CLOSING RURAL VOTING HOUSES 


Commission meeting brief and to the point

Commissioners almost beat their 
record on holding short meetings 
with Monday’s meeting lasting just 
over thirty minutes. 

The agenda was so short that one 
was not even passed out to members 
of the news media present. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
was first to address the commission 
and he had some good news. 


“We were successful in obtaining _ 


some extra federal aid funds for the 
replacement of a bridge over Stanley 
Mill Creek on Co. Rd. 442,” said 
Tindell. 

He requested the commission 
pass a resolution authorizing the 
commission chairman to sign the 
necessary paperwork entering into 
an agreement with the state for the 
construction of that bridge. 

The bridge and road is located in 
the Perry Store Community. 

Tindell also asked that he be al- 
lowed to send out bid requests on 
several items that are purchased on 
annual basis. 

They were as follows: CRS 2 (liq- 
uid asphalt), MC 70 (primer), No. 5 
& 78 stone (priced delivered and 
picked up), Class II rip-rap (priced 
delivered), herbicides (Garlon, 
MSMA, & Oust), bridge componets, 
spreading of fertilize and lime, and 
possibly road signs. 

The commission granted Tin- 
dell’s request. Bids will be opened at 
the September 22 meeting. 

County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley requested that the commis- 
sioners “tentatively” approve Reve- 
nue Commissioner Ronnie Burns’ 
submitted budget of $281,375.00 for 
Mapping & Appraisal. This is an an- 
nual requirement from the state. 

Mobley noted that this is not to- 
tally binding - it can be increased or 
decreased. The commission ap- 
proved the budget. 

The Peoples Bank of New Brock- 
ton was also designated by the com- 
mission as the county’s depository 
of funds for the coming fiscal year. 
They submitted an interest rate of 
5.718 percent on deposits. 

Two other banks quoted rates of 


interest on deposits. They were: 
CB&T and SouthTrust - 5.1 percent 
and 5.7 percent respectively. 

Mobley told commissioners that 
the banks also quoted interest rates 
on loans; however, he noted that 
probably, the rate of interest on de- 
posits was more critical. 

He stated that to his knowledge, 

the county was not planning to bor- 
row any large sums of money next 
year. 
Commissioner Robert Stephens 
commented, “We [the county] has 
not had to borrow any money in 7 
years - since the flood. I’m proud of 
this fact.” 

The commission designated The 
Peoples Bank as the depository with 
Commission Doug Dalrymple cast- 
ing the lone dissenting vote. 

Commissioner Bernest Brooks 
gave the commissioners, and the 
members of the news media, a brief 
report on the recent County Com- 
missions Convention held in Mont- 
gomery. Several of the commission- 
ers attended the meeting. 

He called commissioners’ atten- 
tion to two legislative acts dealing 
with garbage which were discussed 
during the convention. 

One was Act No. 712 which dealt 
with the criminal littering statute and 
the other was Act. No. 636 concern- 
ing exemptions for payment of solid 
waste collection fees. 

Basically, Act 712 allows a 
county or municipality to bring ac-

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Owen Ziglar’s fourth & final 
trial underway in Elba

The fourth and possibly final trial 
of Owen Ziglar began Monday when 
a jury of 8 women and 4 men was 
impaneled Monday afternoon. 

Ziglar was originally charged 
with murder in the 1990 shotgun 
slaying of Edward Lamar Kelley. He 
was convicted on the lesser charge 
of manslaughter in a 1991 trial. 

In 1993, the 1991 conviction was 
overturned by the Alabama Court of 
Criminal Appeals and a new trial 
was ordered. The appeals court ruled 
that Ziglar’s estranged wife was 
forced to testify against him. 

The case was retried (second 
trial) in December of 1994 and the 
jury was unable to reach a verdict, 
thus causing a mistrial to be de- 
clared. 

On Friday afternoon, May 10, 
1996, Owen Ziglar’s third trial end- 
ed in a hung jury with a mistrial be- 
ing declared by Circuit Judge Wil- 
liam “Bill” Barr late in the

The preliminary hearings for two 
men charged with an Enterprise mur- 
der was postponed, 

Kassey Bernard Reedy, 25, of En- 
terprise, and Marcus Antonio Jones, 
26, of Daleville, were both supposed 
to have a preliminary hearing on 
Wednesday, August 20, They did 
not. 

The two men were arrested and 
have been charged with the July 28 
murder of Howard Jerkins, 41, an as-

Reedy is being represented by 
Richard “Cracker” Waldrop; howev- 
er, Jones failed to secure an attorney 
to represent him during the prelimi- 
nary hearing. 

Jones has since made application 
for an attorney to be appointed by 
the court. 

District Judge Steve Blair re- 
scheduled preliminary hearing for 
both defendants on Wednesday, Au- 
gust, 27, at 3:00 p.m. 

Should Jones and Reedy be tried 
and found guilty of the capital mur- 
der charge, they could be facing the 
electric chair or life in prison. 

District Attorney Mark Fuller has 
indicated that the state will be seek- 
ing the death penalty in the case.

Ziglar cannot be convicted of any 
charge greater than that of man- 
slaughter. Should he be convicted, 
he could be sentenced up to 20 years 


-in prison. 


Monday afternoon, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Al Smith gave the 
opening argument for the state. He 
recently retired from the district at- 
torney’s office but is prosecuting the 
case on special assignment. District 
Attorney Mark Fuller is assisting 
Smith. 

Smith told jurors that the evi- 
dence in the case would show that 
Ziglar shot Kelley through the door 
of his mobile home with a 12-gauge 
shotgun killing him. 

The defense attorneys countered 
saying that the state cannot prove Zi- 
glar’s guilt due to the absence of sci- 
entific evidence. 

Ziglar is being represented by 
Richard Whittaker and Stafford Pitt- 
man, both of Enterprise. 

The jury began hearing testimony 
in the case Tuesday morning.

He expressed concern on placing 
restriction on the commission and 
not looking at all the options before 
taking any action on this or any oth- 
er matter. 

Commissioner Brooks said that 
he understood his colleague’s action;

He made a motion that Stephens’ 
motion be tabled until a more defi- 
nite decision is made on the new vot- 
ing machines. 

“We already have a very low vot- 
er turnout. If you close rural boxes 
you’re going to have an even lower 
turnout,” said Commissioner Lewis. 
“I see no point in closing any of the 
voting houses.” 

Commissioners Stephens  ex- 
pressed concern that the voting hous- 
es were part of a community’s pride 
and it would be detrimental to close 
any of the rural voting houses. 

The motion to table passed 4-3. 
Voting for were: Commissioners 
Brooks, Dalrymple, Len Averett, 
and Tom Grimsley. Opposing votes 
came from Commissioners Stephens, 
Lewis, and Linda Westbrook.

THE ELBA CLIPPER 


Dear Ferrin, 
“The Elba Clipper” is one of the 
"oldest businesses in Elba - 100 years 


old this year. 


It is interesting to note that Smith 
Bros., a retail store located in New- 
town was established in 1910, and 
was the oldest business under one 
ownership. 

The building, owned by L.M. 
Burch, is still standing, and should 
be purchased by the city, renovated, 
and placed on the National Register 
of Historical Locations, according to 
the Alabama Historical Commission. 

The oldest retail business, but not 
under one ownership, was Elba Drug 
100 established 96 years ago, in 

1 


Elba celebrated its centennial 
birthday in 1953; the mayor of the 
town at that time was L.P. Mullins. 
Councilmen were Dr. C.P. Hayes, 
Sam B. Young, Shelby Morrow, 
Alva DeVane, and Stokes Haire. 

Chief of Police was J.W. (Doc) 
Parker; T.D. Kendrick was city clerk 
and boasted with pride of the city’s 
accomplishments. 

The history of Elba’s growth be- 
gan in 1830, when Mr. McLane es- 
tablished a ferry at what is now 
Claxton and Polk Streets. 

On Dec. 29, 1841, Coffee County 
was created out of Dale County by 
‘an act of the Legislature. The county 
das named after Gen. John Coffee 
jf Lauderdale County, who had 
‘served in the War of 1812. 
| The Legislature designated Well- 

e, about a mile from Damas- 
‘cus, as the county seat. Elba’s name 
{was taken from a hat, and the city 
‘has a colorful history, being incorpo- 
rated on May 7, 1853, by an election 
of the citizens. 
*. The citizens of our community 
‘had gathered to discuss a name and 
{could not agree on what to name our 
‘town, It was decided that each per- 
son should write the name of his 
choice on a slip of paper and put it in 
a hat, and the name drawn from the 
hat should be designated as the com- 
munity’s name. 


A member of the group, John B. 
Simmons, had been reading about 
Napoleon Bonaparte and had written 
the word, “Elba,” on the slip of 
paper he put in the hat, and this hap- 

ned to be the name drawn, 

Elba had other names before it 
was incorporated. It was founded in 


* about 1840 as Bridgeville, but was 


changed in 1850 to Bentonville, in 
honor of Senator Thomas Hart Ben- 
ton of Missouri, who served in Ala- 
bama during the Creek War - 1814- 
1818. 

Elba has been the county seat of 
Coffee County since 1852. The first 
Elba courthouse, a two-story white 
frame building completed in 1853, 
was burned by “Ward’s Raiders,” a 
band of Confederate deserters, bush- 
whackers and Tories, in 1863. 

In 1867 a replacement was built, 
and in 1881 that building was sold 
and moved, and the first brick court- 
house was completed in 1882. 

In about 1852, by an election of 
the citizens, the main part of town 
was moved to a half-mile from the 
river, with all streets leading from 
the square. Streets were named after 
leading citizens. 

The current courthouse was com- 
pleted in 1903. In that same year the 
Legislature passed a law, later de- 


clared unconstitutional, establishing | 


a branch courthouse in Enterprise. 

In 1907 another act was passed 
that made provisions for a separate 
judicial district centered in Enter- 
prise and provided for branches of 
all principal county offices to be lo- 
cated there. 

The third Enterprise courthouse, 
completed in 1924, has recently been 
torn down, and a new one is current- 
ly under construction. 

The Coffee County Courthouse in 
Elba has been selected for entrance 
in the National Register of Historical 
Locations, according to the Alabama 
Historical Commission. 

The Elba courthouse is a two- 
story brick Romanesque structure 
with Richardsonian influences, It has 
twin turrets and a square clock tower 
rising between them, above the front 
entrance and balcony. 

In closing | salute “The Elba 
Clipper” for the timely and accurate 
publication of the news of the area. 
and say “Happy Centennial,”

Martin, a res; «nt of Elba, Ala., 
received this rec gnition officially 
last year after it ws discovered that 
she, a widow of a Confederate sol- 
dier, should be rec iving a pension 
designed for the fa ilies of Civil 
War soldiers. 

When Martin m ‘ied William 
Jasper Martin on Dec ‘2, 1927, she 
was already a widow and mother. 
Martin said that she me! ‘cr husband 
at a local country stoi: where he 
played dominoes with th other men. 
She would talk to him over a fence 
beside the store. 

They were an unlikely couple be- 
cause she was 21 and he was 81, 
Martin said that she married the eld- 
erly man because he was a good 
man, and he was good to her. Nei- 
ther the age difference nor his art in 
the war made a difference to he . To- 
gether they had one son, William 
Oren Martin. 

While attending a meeting of Con- 
federate soldiers in Montgomery in 
1932, Mr. Martin became ill. He was 
sent home and died eight days later. 

A short while later, Martin mar- 
ried again. She married Charlie Mar- 
tin, a grandson to William Jasper 
Martin from a previous marriage. 
The two remained married until his 
death in 1983. 

At that time, Martin became eligi- 
ble for the pension, but no one was 
aware of it. 

In 1996, Dr. Kenneth Chancey, 
Commander of Col. William C. 
Oates Camp #809 and power of at- 
torney for Alberta Martin, became 
aware of Martin's situation and 
found a law that allowed Martin to 
begin receiving her pensions. 

"The war between the states was 
the watershed event in the history of 
the constitution of the United 
States," said Chancey. "Alberta Mar- 
tin is our last link to the war." 

Chancey insists that the impor- 
tance of Martin is not that she is re- 
ceiving pensions because she was 
married to a Confederate soldier, but 
she was married to a man who 
fought in one of the most brutal wars 
throughout history. 

"He didn't talk about it much," 
Martin said when asked what her 
husband told her about the war. “He 
did believe that he was fighting for 
our freedom.” 

Martin said that about the only 
thing her husband told her about the 
war was that they would have to put 
sticks over the streams of water after

it rained to keep from sleeping in the 
water. 

"It depended on what they had 
gone through as to whether a soldier 
spoke of the war," said Patrick Har- 
ris, professor and chairman of the 
History Department at Troy State 
University. "If the soldier saw a lot 
of brutal fighting, he was more reluc- 
tant to talk about the war." 

Harris said that Confederate sol- 
diers believed that they were fighting 
for their independence where as a 
Union Soldier fought to restore the 
Union and destroy slavery. 

Chancey believes that the Civil 
War was very important in regard to 
the constitution. He said that it is a 
part of the heritage for the South and 
should not be let to die. This is why 
he was so dedicated to helping Mar- 
tin receive her pension once he 
learned of her status. 

"I read an article on Alberta Mar- 
tin and decided to look into her situ- 
ation,” said Chancey in regard to 
how he got involved. "I found a law 
for the pension and with the help of 
a few other people, I filed for the 
pension. 

Before Martin was granted the 
pension, the motion had to go 
through state and federal agencies. 
The motion was approved and at that 
point Martin began receiving her 
pension and was recognized as the 
last living Confederate widow. Nei- 
ther Martin nor Chancey would elab- 
orate on the amount of the pension. 

"Dr. Chancey wanted to give it a 
try and he did,” Martin said. "I know 
I would have never gotten anything 
if it were not for him. It don't make 
me high-headed. I'm just proud to be 
honored." 

Martin enjoyed a special event re- 
cently when she met one of the two 
remaining Union widows. There 
were no hard feelings when Martin, 
90, met Daisy Anderson, 97, during 
ceremonies held at Gettysburg Na-

The day was filled with special 
moments as the Sons of Confederate 
Veterans and the Sons of Union Vet- 
erans brought the two ladies togeth- 
er. 

The day's events began with 
breakfast at Lee’s Headquarters. It 
had been previously arranged by 
park officials to allow Martin the 
chance to eat with Lee's silverware. 

"I was honored when they let me 
eat breakfast with General Robert E. 
Lee's silverware," said Martin. 
"They took them away quickly after 
I finished eating though.” 

"You could see that a certain 
chemistry developed between the 
two ladies," said Rick Griffin, Lt. 
Commander in Chief of the Sons of 
Confederate Veterans. 

Martin and Anderson met at Lee's 


; Headquarters before going to funeral 


services held for an unknown soldier 
of the Civil War. The bones of the 
soldier were found last year by ar- 
chaeologists. 

"The best part of the day was hav- 
ing the two ladies meet," said Art 
Twigg, representative for Lee's 
Headquarters Museum at Gettysburg 
National Military Park. "It was a 
once in a lifetime experience. It will 
never happen again, but I wish it 
would.” 

"It was awful nice to meet her," 
said Martin. "She is just a sweet per- 
son. I wish they would have given us 
more time to talk though. They kept 
us so busy that we didn't get to talk 
much during the day." 

After meeting, the ladies joined 
the procession for the unknown sol- 
dier. Both the colorguard for the 
Confederacy and the Union were 
present at the funeral. 

"It was the most reverent funeral 
I've ever attended," said Chancey. 
"Tears came to my eyes." 

The widows participated in the fu- 
neral by each placing a red rose on 
the casket. They each placed a rose 
because it is unknown if the soldier 
was Confederate or Union. 

"It was sad to me,” said Martin. 
"Tears were coming to my eyes. It 
was good that they let me and Mrs. 
Anderson put the roses on the casket 
because they don't know which side 
the soldier fought for in the war." 

The day's events also included a 
Significant handshake between the 
two ladies. The handshake was 
meant to symbolize that of the sol- 
diers who used to meet at "Bloody 
Angle" and shake hands after the 
war: ended. It was a handshake 
which signified that the war was 

"To see the two ladies shake 
hands was very electrifying,” said ° 
Griffin. "It was a handshake with 
meaning and purpose. The ladies 
show the spirit of unity and healing 
of the wounds that may still exist."

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You can’t beat those beans 


Coffee County farmers plantea 
around 3,000 acres of soybeans this 
year. This is the largest number of 
acres since 1987. As of July 30, the 
soybean crop looked as if it had the 
potential to make a good crop. 

I would like to discuss two simple 
management programs for you to 
consider that may help you make 
more profits in your beans. 

First of all, only consider these 
Strategies if you have already done 
all of the yield-enhancing manage- 
ment practices - such as planting the 
correct variety groups at the right 
planting time, having your soil in 
good fertile condition, gotten up a 
good stand, have weeds under con- 
trol, beans have been growing well, 
the weather forecast looks good for 
moisture, and you have prospects for 
a good yield potential (35 bushels or 
more per acre) and market. 

Soybeans, once they start bloom- 
ing, for the most part will never 
make another ieaf. So guarding and 
keeping all of these leaves is critical 
for maximum pod fill-out. Three 
things can destroy your leaves - 
drought, disease and insects. 

The first management practice to 


protect the leaves is to apply a mix- ; 


ture of Dimilin, a pesticide produced 


by Uniroyal, and soluble boron to- 


your soybeans during mid-August. 

Dimilin is an insecticide that 
gives excellent control of velvet 
bean caterpiiiars (VBC). One out of 
every three years WBC’s are a prob- 
lem in our soybeans during mid- 
August. Boron is a micronutrient 
that greatly affects seed growth. The 
application rate of Dimilin is two 
ounces per acre. 

Dr. John Woodruf, Extension 
agronomist, University of Georgia, 
has conducted research on this pro- 
duce since 1994. His results state 
that this Dimilin solubor mix in- 
creases yields even if you spray 
when there are no VBC’s. 

He states that soybeans show a 
growth response to the Dimilin solu- 
bor mix. Research has shown a con- 
sistent response of 3 to 10 bushels 
per acre yield increase. A realistic 
approach would be to look for a 3- 
bushel increase on a 35-bushel po- 
tential crop. 

The Dimilin and boron mix costs 
$5 plus application. With this year’s 
price hovering at $7 a bushel, that 
would be a $21 increase minus the 
$5 to $8.50 application, and would 
bring $10 to $14 gain depending on 
your application cost. At least it 
would more than break even. 

This may be a treatment you 
would like to try, especially if you 
have VBC’s. This one extra trip 
could bring profits, Farmers trying 
this program in Georgia have noth- 
ing but praise; it is not complicated, 
it is not expensive, and not extreme- 
ly time-critical, but may add some 
profits to your pocket. 

The second management tip is an 
old practice that has not been used 
here for a while. The program is to 
spray Benlate, a fungicide by Du- 
pont, plus boron. If our August 
weather continues to be hot, humid 
and rainy, we will have the perfect 
conditions for breeding soybean dis- 
eases, 

Our four most prevalent diseases 
are frogeye, cercospora, pod and 
stem blight, and anthracnose, 

If you are considering saving or 
selling your beans, you will definite- 
ly want to spray. If you planted no- 
ull or drilled your beans, have a high 
plant population, have a history of 
disease, and have a high yield poten- 
tial, you would consider spraying 
Benlate and boron, 

The rate of Benlate is 8 ounces 
along with the solubor, The timing 
of application is during mid-bloom 
to early pod set, following two to 
three days of rain or heavy dew. Fol- 
low with a second fungicide 14 days 
later if humid weather persists, How- 
ever, the greatest yield response is 
from the first application, 

Here again, the yield increase has 
been 3 - 10 bushels per acre, The 
cost of Benlate and boron applied is 
around $12.50 per acre, So a 3- 
bushel increase would bring a $9- 
$10 gain; profits could be much 
higher, This is a common practice in 
the Delta area of Mississippi and 
Louisiana where hot, humid weather 
persists. 

Some growers are combining 
both of these practices which would 
be spraying the Benlate, Dimilin and 
boron all in one spray, 

Farmers are always experiment- 
ing and this may be a good test for 
you. If you have at least a 35-bushel 
yield potential and you get velvet 
bean caterpillars, wy the Dimilin, If 
it rains and continues to be hot and 
humid, uy the Benlate. 

Or you might want to try the com- 
bined Benlate, Dimilin and boron 
mix. But be sure 10 leave out a check 
plot in the same field where you do 
nothing so that you can compare 
yields, :

Ticks and Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever 


You hear a lot about ticks and 
Lyme Disease, but another disease 
that ticks carry is Rocky Mountain 
Spotted Fever (RMSF). RMSF is 
caused by a bacterial organism 
transmitted by infected ticks. 

Symptoms appear within 2-14 
days of the tick bite. These include a 
generalized spotted rash beginning 
on the wrists and ankles, headaches, 
backaches, fever, and fatigue. 

The presence of the rash on 
pens of the hands and soles of the 

eet help distinguish this from other 
diseases. If diagnosed early, this dis- 
ease is easily treated with antibio- 


ics, 

RMSF does occur in Alabama, 
but it is rare. Last year there were 
only three cases of RMSF reported 
in Alabama by the Department of 
Health. 

The mnain carrier of RMSF is the 
American Dog Tick and the Lone 
Star Tick. The disease is maintained 
mainly in populations of rodents. 

To protect yourself from tick 
bites, I recommend: (1) wearing 
light-colored clothing in wooded ar- 
eas, (2) tucking pant legs into socks, 
boots, or shoes, (3) applying an in- 
sect repellent, such as DEET, to ex- 
posed skin, or Permanone repellent 
to clothing, and (4) checking your 
pets, especially dogs, for ticks as of- 
ten as possible. If ticks are found, 
control them with recommended in- 
secticides. 

Attached ticks should be careful- 
ly removed by using a pair of fine 
tweezers or forceps, parallel and as 


close to the skin as possible. Crush- - 


| hes- t t 


ing the ticks may actually inject 
RMSF into the wound if you are not 
careful. 


LACE BUGS OR SPIDERMITES 

Splotched, yellow leaves - a fa- 
miliar sight on your azaleas? 
could be more than one reason for 
this condition, but usually by mid- 
suminer this type of appearance can 
be narrowed down to the presence 
of either spidermites or lace bugs. 

If lace bugs are present, there 
will be some tell-tale evidence: grit- 
ty, dark residue on the undersurface 
of leaves - excrement left by feeding 
lace bugs. . 

Spidermites are about the size of 
the end of a ballpoint pen. Although 
they are more closely related to spi- 
ders than to insects, these mites feed 
similarly to lace bugs by piercing 
the plant tissue and extracting plant 
juices with their needle-like mouth- 
narts. 

A mottled, splotched appearance 
on the upper Tea surface usually 
means one or both of the insects are 
present. Spidermites, if present on a 
plant for a while, produce webbing. 
If webbing is not present and the leaf 
undersurface is not dirty and gritty 
from lace bugs, rub a facial tissue 
across the undersurface of the leaf. 
Usually, if spidermites are present, 
streaks will be left on the tissue. 

The key to control of lace bugs 
and spidermites is proper diagnosis. 
For lace bugs, use Orthene, Diazin- 
on, or Malathion. For spidermites, 
use Diazinon, Kelthane, insecticidal 
soap or insecticidal oil. 


Honey may be used for 
many purposes 


USING HONEY 

Honey can be used in many 
ways. It makes a good spread for 
breads, muffins and biscuits, and a 
tasty sandwich filling when mixed 
with dried fruits, peanut butter or 
cottage cheese. 

Honey can be used as a sweeten- 
er for fruits and beverages. It also 
can be used in any food that is 
sweetened, including frozen des- 
serts, baked products, meat glazes, 
custards, frostings, pie fillings, cob- 
blers, puddings, candied vegetables 
and salad dressings. 

Some recipes use honey as the 
main sweetener; others use sugar. 
Recipes especially created and test- 
ed for honey give to best results. 
Honey can be used to replace some 
of the sugar called for in many reci- 
pes. Use these guidelines for cakes 
and cookies, 

Cakes: One-half of the sugar in a 
cake can be replaced with honey. 
For every one cup of sugar replaced, 
leave out 1/4 cup of liquid. 

Cookies: The amount of sugar 
that can be replaced with honey var- 
ies with the kind of cookie being 
made, For brownies, half the sugar 
can be replaced; for iruit bars, hon- 
ey can replace two-thirds of the sug- 
ar called for in the recipe. 

When making either cakes or 

cookies, first mix the honey with the 
fat or the liquid, Then mix it thor- 
oughly with the other ingredients, If 
this is not done, a soggy layer will 
form on the top of the baked prod- 
uct. 
_ Products made with honey brown 
faster than foods made with other 
sweeteners, So when you bake prod- 
ucts made with honey, set the oven 
temperature 25 degrees F, lower than 
what is indicated in the recipe, 


One pound of honey is about 1- 
1/3 cups. A 3-pound container holds 
about 4 cups honey. 


Storing Honey 

Honey keeps best in a dry place at 
a cool temperature between 50 and 
70 degrees F. Keep it in a tightly 
covered container so it does not ab- 
sorb moisture or odors from the air. 

Honey will start to form crystals 
as it gets older or if it is refrigerated. 
To make it liquid again place it in an 
open container in a pan of warm wa- 
ter until it is clear. 

Do not have the honey in a plastic 
container when you set it in the 
warm water, 

For microwave: Cook (glass 
only) 1 - 1-1/2 minutes, uncovered. 
Let stand 5 minutes, To protect its 
delicate color and flavor, do not 
overheat. 


Health and Honey 

en provides energy to the 
body. The amounts of nutrients in 
honey, however, are small when the 
number of calories are considered. 

Honey cannot be used as a substi- 
tute for cane or beet sugar in a sugar 
restricted diet. It is composed of the 
same basic paris as regular sugar, 
and the body uses it in the same 
way. 

One note of caution; Honey and 
products made with it should not be 
fed to infants younger than one year, 
Spores of bacteria may be present, 
and when these get into the intestinal 
tract of an infant, they grow and pro- 
duce a toxin that results in serious 
illness and death, 

Remember that these spores in 
honey are not destroyed by regular 
cooking or baking methods,

Did you know some Norse 
put on blooms that are not suppo 
to produce fruit? For example, 
squash and cucumbers always start 
their season by putting on showy 
male blooms first. Female blossoms 
are not far behind and can be distin- 
guished from the male blooms by the 
tiny fruit at the base of the flower. 
Male blooms provide pollen and 
then fall off. 

One frequently asked question is 
why aren’t my tomato plants setting 
fruit? Any one of the following rea- 
sons can cause poor fruit set and a 
combination of these factors can fur- 
ther decrease chances of producing 
fruit. 

*Excessive use of nitrogen ferti- 
lizers 

*Nighttime temperatures over 70 
degrees F. 

*Temperatures dropping below 
50 degrees F. 

*Irregular — watering habits 
(mulching can reduce drought stress) 

*Insect damage from thrips 

*Poor pollination 

*Planting a variety that doesn’t 
grow well in this area 


A FEW GOOD TREES FOR THE 
LANDSCAPE 

Choosing the right tree for your 
landscape can be tough, especially 
when nurseries and garden centers 
offer so many choices. To make 
finding the right tree for your yard a 
little simpler, check out this list of 
good trees suited to our landscapes. 

Although there are good trees, 
there are no “perfect” trees. Heights 
are approximate and can vary with 
the planting site. Always check over- 
head before planting to avoid 
branches growing into power lines. 

*Autumn Flame maple (Acer 
rubrum “Autumn Flame’) offers 

‘ood fall color. A slow grower, it 
has surface roots and needs adequate 
water. It can reach a height of about 
50 feet.

*Trident maple (Acer buergera- 
num) is a moderate grower that will 
only reach about 30 feet. It can be 
difficult to locate. 

*Heritage river birch (Betula ni- 
gra ‘Heritage’) is a fairly fast- 
growing selection that needs suffi- 
cient water to perform to its peak. 

A fast grower that can reach 60 
feet, it also offers interesting bark 
that peels away from the trunk, The 
canopy may thin in late summer and 
it can be susceptible to aphids, _ 


*Ginkgo (Ginkgo biloba) boasts 
bright bold fall color. The tree is 
tough but is very slow-growing. It 
can reach 75 feet. If possible, pur- 
chase only male trees. Female trees 

ce fruit with an offensive 
ie Vegetatively propogated ‘Sar- 
atoga’ and ‘Autumn Gold’ will not 
produce fruit. 

*Chinese pistache (Pistacia chi- 
nensis) offers both fast growth and 
good fall color, It’s a hardy tree that 
can reach about 50 feet. 

*Sawtooth oak (Quercus accutis- 
sima) is an extremely fast-growing 
tree, particularly for an oak. It pro- 
vides a nice canopy and is a heavy 
acom producer, The tree which can 


w to about 60 feet holds its dead Marti 


eaves through the winter, 

*Overcup oak (Quercus lyrata) is 
another tough, fast-growing oak. It 
gets its name from the way the 
acom cup covers most of the acorn, 
It can reach about 65 feet and pro- 
vides a good canopy, 

*Bur oak (Quercus macrocarpa) 
has a moderate growth rate, Drought 
tolerant, the tree can reach heights 
of 70 feet, It has both distinctive 
branches and huge acorns, 

*Willow oak (Quercus phellos) is 
a fast-growing wee that can reach 70 
feet. It has a nice form, but its fall 
color is not spectacular, 

*Shumard Oak (Quercus shumar- 
dii) is a fast-growing oak that offers 
excellent fall foliage color. It 
will reach heights in excess of 60 
feet. 

*Bald cypress (Taxodium disti- 
chum) is a good choice for wet or 
compacted soil, but it seems to pes 
form uately in more upland 
sites as well, It needs an acid soil. A 
moderate grower, it will reach 70 
feet or more. ah 

*Pond cypress (Taxodium disti- 
chum nutans) is much like bald cy- 


color and disease resistance. How- 
ever, it does have a fairly aggres- 
sive root system. 


UNDERSTANDING 
FERTILIZER LABELS 


The three numbers listed on ferti- 
lizer containers represent per- 
centage of nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potassium contained in the fertilizer 
mix. 

For example, if the fertilizer is la- 
beled as 15-10-15, the first number 
represents nitrogen, the second phos- 
pare. and the third potassium. 

h number represents a percentage 
of total content. 

In this case the three numbers add 
up to 30%. The other 70% is filler 
which contains materials such as 
iron and calcium which are needed 
in smaller amounts. 

There are two types of nitrogen in 
most fertilizers: water soluble and 
slow release. The water soluble ni- 
trogen is available to turf immediate- 
ly, thus its effects are seen more 
readily. 

The slow release nitrogen is re- 
leased over a period of time depend- 
ing on microbial decomposition, 
temperature and moisture. 

Water soluble nitrogen is less ex- 
pensive, causes growth spurts, 
doesn’t last long, and can burn turf. 
Slow release fertilizers are generally 
more expensive, require less applica- 
tion, have less leaching in the soil 
and are less likely to burn the turf. 

It is important to remember that 
application recommendations are 
only meant as guidelines. Exceeding 
those guidelines does not necessarily 
mean that the turf will be healthier 
because ii gets more of a good thing. 
In fact, just the opposite is true most 
of the time.

Do you have too many bills for 
too little income each month? If you 
do, you have probably been attracted 
by an ad like this: Have your month- 
ly payments mushroomed into more 
than you can pay? Let us help you 
pay off all your bills. Let us consoli- 
date your debts. Make only one low

What does debt consolidation 
mean? It means you borrow enough 
money from a lending agency to pay 
off all the charge accounts and credit 
plans you are now paying monthly. 
Then you make only one payment 
each month to the new lender. This 
usually means you pay out less each 
month, but you must make payments 
for a longer time and you usually 
pay more finance charges. 


Debt consolidation is sometimes 
the best answer to a financial prob- 
lem. But before you take that step, 
look at your other choices. 

1. Contact your creditors to see if 
they would be willing to reduce the 
amount of your monthly payments 
by letting you pay a few extra 
months. 


2. Seek budgeting help and finan- 
cial counseling from a bank, credit 
counseling service, legal aid society, 
or the County Extension Service. 
There could be a solution to your 
problem that you haven’t thought of. 


Shop carefully for a lending agen- 
cy. Banks and credit unions general- 
ly have lower finance charges than 
finance companies. Find out from 
each agency and compare the fol- 
lowing important facts: 

a. What are the charges for the 
service? 

b. What is the annual percentage 
rate (APR)? 

c. What is the amount of your 
monthly payment? 

d. What happens if you miss a 
payment? 


If you consolidate your debts, you 
will be making one payment that is 
less than your combined original 
debt payments. However, you will 
be paying more in finance charges in 
the long run because you have taken 
out a new loan and you have had to 
pay interest on the old loans. Also, 
you will be taking longer to pay off 


your total debt since your new © 


monthly payment is smaller. 


Making only one payment a -, 
month may make you think you are => 
better off than you actually are. You *. 
may be tempted to buy something -° 


else on credit, and before you know 
it you will have the same old prob- 
lem: too many bills for too little in- 
come each month.

AN ORDINANCE TO IDENTIFY CER- 
TAIN CITY OF ELBA OWNED PROPER-

WHEREAS, the City Council has de- 
termined that numerous studies indicate 
that tobacco smoke to be a major contrib- 
utor of indoor air pollution and maybe be 
injurious to human health; and 

WHEREAS, the public health and wel- 
fare r MING it, 

BE IT ORDAINED by the City Council 
of the City of Elba, Alabama as follows: 
SECTION |I- PURPOSE 

The purpose of this ordinance is (1) to 
protect the public health and welfare b 
prohibiting and regulating smoking in all 
municipal-owned properties, facilities, 
buildings, work areas, vehicles, equip- 
ment or machinery, except in areas spe- 
cifically designated as smoking areas; 
and (2) to balance the concerns of smok- 
ers with the needs of non-smokers to 
breathe smoke-free air and to further rec- 
ognize that where there is a conflict of, 
the needs of the non-smoker shall have

SECTION II - APPLICATION OF THIS 
ORDINANCE 

All persons in or upon entering into 
municipal owned properties, facilities, 
buildings, work areas, vehicles, equip- 
ment or machinery, shall be subject to the 
provisions of this ordinance.
